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ARCHITECTURAL UNIFICATION 


ie Gases is a recurring subject at any time, but in 
war time it has a special significance. It might be 
thought that all that can be said about it has been said, 
but for the fact that new points, or old points put in a 
new way, continually arise. In our last issue, a letter 
from a correspondent signing himself “ F.R.1.B.A.” 
(which follows a previous letter from the same source) 
dealt with the matter with considerable courage, and 
we are inclined to discuss the subject once more at some 
risk of repetition. 

Any association of architects must have the same 
purpose, even though that common purpose may arise 
from different motives. It is the advancement of the 
interests of architects; and the difference in motive 
ranges between the two extremes of ensuring material 
comfort for members to the other in which the main 
purpose is the advancement of architecture, in the 
process of which working conditions of architects form 
a necessary part. From the terms of the R.I.B.A. 
Charter it is evident that the original intention of this 
first important association of architects was to advance 
architecture, and we venture to suggest that unless 
that is the real and sincere objective, no society of 
architects can hope to survive. We must, in fact, assume 
that although the political angle has for many recent 
years been prominent in affairs of the Institute, the 
original purpose is still well in the mind of its best 
elements. And so it becomes necessary to ask, in 
relation to unification: “Is it calculated to promote 
the advancement of architecture ? ” G 

The question is not so simple as it may appear, for 
since unification seems to mean inevitably a relaxation 
of the conditions of membership, a much wider subject 
becomes opened. Membership of a society carrying 
with it the privilege of placing letters after the names 
of members must to some extent be protected. The 
letters should stand for two main things; first, as a 
reward for successful effort and study, and, second, 
as an assurance to the public that the member using 
these letters is competent in his profession and may be 
safely entrusted with the responsibilities of building. 
The first is unimportant when there are other and more 
paramount interests to consider. The second is of 
supreme importance if it can be honestly said that 
membership of the Institute does at the present time 
stand-for that. If it does not, then unification is only 
concerned with a matter of degree. 

The question is to some extent modified by the 
Architects Registration Acts, in that architectural 
societies (of which the Institute is by far the largest) no 
longer are the sole authorities for awarding visible 
marks of competence. The legislature now provides a 
list of those who are legally recognised as architects,.and 
the public has access to this list, and may find upon it 
many names not on the membership lists of the Institute 
or any other society of architects. Thus, it seems to 
us, the burden of responsibility is in a sense lightened, 
and if public advantage seems to press for concession, 
one at least of the chains is slackened. 

The most pressing need of the moment, and for the 


years of reconstruction, is the proper mobilisation of 
architectural effort in the causes of War and Peace. By 
implication, this means proper representation of archi- 
tects in their contacts with the national Administration. 
At present that representation is by no means complete. 
If asked the question: ‘Do you speak for all the 
architects of the country ?” the Institute is forced to 
reply : ‘‘ No, but we do speak for about half of them, 
and in our opinion it is the better and more important 
half.” It is difficult to see how any Government 
Department could treat this big, but incomplete, -repre- 
sentation without some reservation, and there is no 
doubt that it is this consideration which has induced the 
Institute to invite a more numerous entry to the Licen- 
tiate class from the ranks of Registered Architects. It 
is, in effect, one way of initiating a larger, and ultimately 
complete, form of unification within the Institute fold. 
Our correspondent had already made such a suggestion, 
and has now raised the point as to whether the Fellow- 
ship class ought not to be closed to Licentiates out of 
loyalty to those members who have passed through the 
fire of examination. That point we do not feel to be so 
important, provided the standard of test before the grant 
of a Fellowship is kept sufficiently severe. 

What is important is the question whether unification, 
which we admit is likely to be in the interests of archi- 
tecture, is best attained by these means, or by those 
which Mr. Kenyon advocated not so long ago. The 
present process ignores the other architectural societies, 
and there may be some bitterness arising at a time when 
all antipathies should be concentrated upon the-enemy. 
There will be some who feel that no final solution will 
be found until there has been restored some form of 
mutual respect between all who have striven for the 
organisation of the profession, whether within or out- 
side the Institute. 

So far as the point which our correspondent raises as 
to the lowering of the standard of admission’ to the 
register which he fears may arise if the Institute does 
not maintain its majority upon the Registration Council, 
we must confess that, whereas we are convinced that it 
isin the interests of both architects and architecture that 
the Institute should be the paramount influence upon 
that Council, we bz2lieve the m2nace of a lowered standard 
is more apparent than real. There is no doubt that 
many have been registered with very thin qualifications 
for the honour, but once those men have been admitted 
to the inner circle, we cannot believe that any would be 
so feolish as to desire that the floodgates should be 
reopened to incompetence, and we should imagine that 
the poorest architects among those already in would be 
among the most zealous to lock and bar the door against 
all but the best. 

The principal fact at issue, however, iethat a process 
of unification is already at work, and it seems to us to be 
of the greatest importance that that. process should be 
directed through the most effective courses as quickly 
and as completely as possible, so that the profession at 
large may speak with one voice, and acquire high and 
common ideals throughout the active period ahead.

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efficient. Architects will also require 
the collaboration of allied professions 
so that each man is doing his right 
jeb. I can visualise offices becoming 
much more grouped together than 
they have been in the past, where 
criticism of each other and co-cpera- 
tion with all secticns of the building 
industry will go far more to efficient 
handling of the work before us. How 
can such offices be formed ? 

** First by those architects who have 
been fortunate enough to keep their 
offices open and in tcuch with present- 
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day work taking in suitable men from 
the Forces, and secondly, where such 
a system is not available architects 
themselves joining together, under a 
leader if possible, to form a group 
office. . . . I hope you will think it out 
for yourselves.”

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MODELS AND THEIR 
MAKING 


By J. PRICE NUNN, B.A., A.R.I.B.A. 


Most schools of architecture now re- 
gard scale model making as an essen- 
tial part of training, not merely 
because the student is thereby en- 
couraged to appreciate structure and 
design in’ spatial terms, but much 
more importantly because models are 
almost a necessity in the processes of 
present-day architectural practice. The 
directness and simplicity of contempo- 
rary architectural expression tends to 
be deceptively stark, almost arid, and 
in the normal conventional presenta- 
tion of elevation, section and plan, so 
much so as not only to mislead the 
uninitiated, but also sometimes to 
betray the designer himself into 
wanton decorative additions to fagades 
which a thorough conception of three- 
dimensional organisation would show 
to be both unjustifiable and unneces- 
sary. 

Architectural model making is by no 
means a new art, but in the past models 
u isually were the outcome of the indulgence 
of an individual fancy, and, on the whole, 
rarely were employed in normal building 
practice. There are, of course, notable 
historical exceptions, in which the model 

as played a far more important part than 
drawings in demonstrating the form and 
structural arrangement of a project, even 
serving sometimes as the only guide to the 
construction proper. Brunelleschi left a 
model for the completion of his Florence 
cathedral dome, and Early Renaissance 
architects in general—as well, too, in al 
probability, as designers of the mature 

Gothic periods in England and France— 
relied on the model to a _ considerable 
extent for the purpose of dixection of 
building operations. But during the last 
century or so model making for practical 
purposes was rare. Models were not con- 
sidered necessary by architects, though 
clients might occasionally commission 
them. Perhaps they would have been 
more extensively used had the costs of 
making them not been so high, for such 
as were made were usually elaborate and 
meticulously finished, entailing weeks of 
work by skilled craftsmen. Complete 
miniatures of the final structure were de- 
manded. 

Nowadays, in the absence of the wealth 
of decorative detail which characterised

Revivalist and latter-day Renaissance art, 
models may be much simpler affairs, con- 
structed in a matter of hours rather than 
weeks and to whatever standard of finish 
may be appropriate to the type of building 
in hand. The architect of to-day hag 
come increasingly to realise the fies Maen 
of the model, both for his own purposes 
and the better to demonstrate to his 
client his intentions and purposes in a form 
the latter can easily understand. The 
architect does not find model making an 
onerous task. On the contrary, it chal- 
lenges his natural aptitude and trained 
resource in device, in selection of appro- 
priate materials and their organisation. 
t is a fact that it is quite unnecessary to 
teach model making in schools of architec- 
ture. The enthusiasm and ingenuity of 
the creative mind continually outstrip 
precedents of contrivance. 

In modern processes the necessity for 
the model arises at an early stage in 
design. The initial idea may be formu- 
lated on paper, but immediately the model 
directs mass relationships of parts and their 
proportions, shows the necessities of light, 
shade and colour and the deference of 
building to environment. Particularly, the 
model has great advantages over the draw- 
ing when buildings are to conform to

irregular and undulating sites or to those 
with unusual topographical and natural 
features. It is idle to pretend that even 
the most competent of architects is able 
to retain in mind all the incidents of a 
highly informal site, however carefully 
inspected and surveyed, and shape a design 
to suit it ideally. 

Until iatterly, rendering in colour or 
monochrome and the use of a conventional 
system of shadow projection—a laborious 
process—has served to give some sort of 
assurance of final effect to client and 
designer alike, but upon the skill of 
the presentation, whether in elevational 
or perspective form, has depended the 
degree of conviction conveyed. The ren- 
dered drawing is not a reliable guide to 
the ultimate appearance; it may, and fre- 
quently does, mislead, being conceived and 
appreciated as a picture rather than as a 
factual statement. It has, in any case, 
the limitation that it can "represent only 
a single viewpoint. 

Worth-while. modern architecture can- 
not be shaped merely in drawings, and 
most certainly drawings cannot con- 
vincingly convey to clients unaccustomed 
to them the effects which modern archi- 
tecture is designed to produce. For the 
client the model clears up all his doubts 
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about» the appearance of the ultimate 
building and at the same time gives him 
opportunity for criticism and helpful com- 
ment. Further, and not the least im- 
portant, it initiates him, as an informed 
member of the public, into the art of 
architecture. The potentialities of the model 
for publicising the aims of architecture are 
high, especially in present times, when the 
popular interest in the future shape of our 
buildings is so intense. Should it not be 
possible, for instance, for every social 
community to have its own model-making 
centre and exhibition hall, in which latter 
the growth and architectural development 
of the community could be regularly re- 
corded, both as regards projects and com- 
akg structures, models at varying scales 
eing gupported by photographs and 
drawings? Then would all those upon 
whom social progress depends—the people 
themselves—have the opportunity to see, 
to discuss and to formulate views and 
standards of judgment which would bring 
architecture to a new virility. 

The question of model-making costs is 
relatively the least important item for 
worry nowadays, for at no time has there 
been such a varied selection of materials 
available for the purpose. In the past, 
considerable ingenuity and patience had 
to. be employed in model construction and 
finish, but now it is possible to select for 
any kind of model the right material with 
the most appropriate finish, and to apply 
it easily at little cost of time cr money. 
Wood need no longer be laboured to a 
required shape by hand, as it is now pro- 
curable in an infinite variety of forms 
ready ‘for immediate application. There 
are (or were before the war) wood pro- 
ducts obtainable in sheet form which have 
hard or soft surfaces, are non-shrinkable, 
of varying thickness, easily cut by knife 
or saw, and readily and rapidly secured 
in place. Paper and cardboard and other 
similar materials used in the past can (or 
could) be obtained in all colours and tex- 


tures, with corrugations and other 
patterned surfaces enabling the least 
skilful persons to assemble models to 


represent all manner of buildings. Whilst 
glass has still its appropriate uses, it is 
a material of which the thickness is un- 
suited to scale work, and its manipula- 
tion is difficult. Instead, there are vary- 
ing thicknesses and surface treatments of 
transparent and semi-transparent papers. 
Nor need any difficulty be anticipated in 
finding suitable and easily applied material 
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for the imitation of the natura] surround- 
ings of models. Sponges, loofahs and 
cotton-wool can be stained to desired 
colours, and even natural lichens, mosses 
and twigs and branches of trees and bushes 
need little treatment to convert them for 
such a purpose, whilst for the more formal 
surroundings of pavings, steps, terraces and 
such-like, hardboards again prove useful, 
and can be scored, if necessary, to repre- 
sent pavings composed of small units; 
mirrors can represent still water; textured 
glasses, painted or mirrored; can represent 
moving-water scenes. 

Detailed work still requires labour and 
patience if clumsy models are to be 
avoided. For such purposes it will be 
found that plaster of paris has several 
uses. It can be cast in moulds or modelled 
roughly to shape by hand and, immedi- 
ately after setting, carved with suitable 
tools to the final form. Column caps, 
bases, and decorative detail of all descrip- 
tions, can be made in this manner. 

Texture, colour and rigidity are require- 


ments restricting the use of plaster, clay, 
soap, plasticine and similar materials for 
model work. They have their individual 
uses, but are best adapted to small-scale 
layout schemes and large building groups. 
From the foregoing it will be seen that, 
with such a wealth of commodities from 
which to choose, skilled craftsmanship is 
not so much essential in the model-maker 
as the capacity for the selection of suit- 
able materials in each individual case, 
Some of the models shown in the accom- 
panying illustrations go far to support this 
point. The Gothic-type church (by J. G. 
inker) was constructed mainly of stout 
paper which lent itself particularly to the 
modelling of traceried windows and 
turreted forms. In contrast, the church 
by R. B. Turner is in wood, and expresses 
the cleaner lines of the Renaissance style. 
The project for a school (by F. Fielden) 
was laid out in solid wood blocks, with 
paper overlay to represent the window 
voids, similar materials and method being 
employed for the housing scheme.

Building Employers’ Representation. 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 

S1tr,—Whilst the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers is 
well able to deal with certain contro- 
versial issues raised frequently by the 
Federation of Greater London Master 
Builders, Ltd., it does appear that the 
time has arrived for publicity to be 
given to certain general considera- 
tions which arise from the latter’s 
somewhat vocal complaints. 

Whether the main federations of con- 
tractors and sub-contractors include the 
whole of the employers in the pre-war 
industry is beside the point. The fact 
remains that they were the only bodies 
who, in co-operation with the N.F.B.T.O. 
and its constituent unions, dealt with the 
main issues of wages and ‘conditions and 
operated joint councils, nationally, 
regionally, and even locally, which are 
unique in industrial organisation: Mem- 
bership either of the main. contractors’ 
organisation or of the sub-contractors’ 
organisations adherent to those  struc- 
tures was open to the majority of those 
who now complain that their difficulties 
have been ignored. 

What is the inference? It is that until 
their individual businesses were affected 
by the lessening of demand for their 
services, they. were quite content to allow 
those who willingly sacrificed time, labour 


FY g@ind money in the service of the whole 


industry to regularise not only for them- 
selves but for non-contributors the 
position of a great industry. 

Had there been no such organisations, 
the complexities of a widespread industry 
would have become increasingly chaotic. 
That there is need for further organisa- 
tion all will readily admit. But, on the 
issue of wages and conditions alone, apart 
from all the other issues which are jointly 
considered, there is sufficient evidence to 
prove the undesirability of the guerilla 
warfare practised by this new organisa- 
tion with the avowed object of the good 
of ‘the whole. 
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I had, in the past, exceptional opportu- 
nities of intimate contact with many joint 
councils in other industries, but nowhere 
have I encountered more effective efforts 
than in the building industry for joint 
action for the benefit of the whole of an 
industry.

Medium and Small Builder Firms in 
London.

Srr,—In your issue of June 12 Mr. 
Venning quotes an estimate at Decem- 
ber, 1940, of ‘‘medium and _ small 
builders, inside the London area,” at 
9,000; and on this he builds up his 
case. To accept and quote this, one 
assumes he has figures available, as 
the source of the estimate is not 
given. ; 

The figures following are extracted 
from Kelly’s Directory of the Building 
Trade, 1939 issue :— 

Eight main trades and 44 subsidiary :— 

London area : 5,768, total of all firms. 

The rest of England, Scotland and 
Wales : 38,420, total of all firms. 

And of this, the eight main trades :— 

Total for London, 4,260. 

Total for rest of country, 30,025. 

These figures were to be seen in your 
issue of March 13, in a letter criticising 
the registration totals of firms given out 
by the Ministry of Works and Buildings. 
These figures can be checked by anyone 
interested, and as yet I have seen no 
challenge to them. 

The likely basis of any census used to 
produce such a directory is, I assume, a 
minimum rateable value, and it seems to 
me that any firms not represented in their 
directory are probably too small, and em- 


ploy too small a number of operatives to. 


be included in any list of medium and 
small building firms made for such a pur- 
pose as Mr. Venning’s letter indicates. 

If the figures are incorrect, they ought 
to be revised from a more accurate source, 
not compared with any estimated total, 
which may be accurate or not.

Government Contract: Plumbing

All the fittings 
which came for this work were origi- 
nally for copper, which we have had 
to take into stock, and all taps, etc., 
will now have to be altered to suit 
the iron. 

We have been in connection with the 
Ministry of Supply, who say that even 
though the job is for the Government 
they will not release any lead pipe for 
this as it comes under their classification 
of new work. Perhaps you could tell us 
whether there is any means at all 
whereby we can get any lead, as so far as 
we can see the only way is to submit a 
list of fifty addresses at which lead pipe 
has been used for repairs. Surely this

LAW REPORT 


WAR DAMAGE CONTRIBUTION 
BETWEEN VENDOR AND PURCHASER 
OF FREEHOLD HOUSE. 


Cuancery Dtvisron. 
Before Mr. Justice FarweE t. 


In re Contract between Mark Jacobs and 
E. M. Stedman. 

This case came before the Judge on a 
vendor and purchaser summons taken out 
at the instance of the Law Society for the 
purpose of having a decision by the Court 
on the question whether war damage con- 
tribution within the meaning of the War 
Damage Act, 1941, was an ‘“‘ outgoing ”’ 
and apportionable as between vendor and 
purchaser. 

By a contract dated January 23, 1942, 
Mr. Mark Jacobs agreed to sell and Mrs. 
E. M. Stedman to purchase a freehold 
house .at Camberley, Surrey, for the sum 
of £1,850, the purchase to be completed on 
January 31. The contract was subject to 
the general conditions of sale of the Law 
Society Condition 5, providing that a pur- 
chaser should as from the date fixed for 
completion pay all outgoings, and up to 
that date all current rents and all rates, 
taxes and other outgoings should if 
necessary be apportioned and the balance 
paid by or allowed to a purchaser on 
actual completion. 

The contribution in the present case 
amounted to £7 12s. ; 

His lordship, in a considered judgment, 
held that an instalment of war damage 
contribution payable on July 1, 1942, by 
the owner of freehold property who sold 
it after January 1, 1942, was not appor- 
tionable as between vendor and purchaser. 
He said that the property on January 1, 
1942, was vested in fee simple in the 
vendor, and he therefore became liable to 
pay the instalment payable by Section 20 
of the Act on July 1, 1942. There was 
nothing in the Act to provide for appor- 
tionment of contributions, and they could 
only be apportioned under a provision in 
the contract to that effect. In his view 
there was no ground for the suggestion 
that the contribution was an ‘‘ outgoing ”’ 
within the conditions. The answer to the 
question raised by the summons was 
therefore in the negative. ‘ 

As the proceedings were of a friendly 
nature the Law Society agreed to pay the 
costs.

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NATIONAL BUILDINGS RECORD 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

Tue first annual report of the National 
Buildings Record (for the period ending 
April 12, 1942) has now been issued from 
66, Portland-place, W.1. Following are 
extracts :— 

Programme.—The aims as set forth in 
the original memorandum were threefold : 
(a) The maintenance of a Central Index 
or Register of records of buildings; (b) the 
recording of War-damaged buildings; and 
(c) the recording of buildings before they 
are damaged. 

In practice the procedure resolved itself 
into three main categories: (a) The pre- 
paration of lists of buildings of merit and 
their classification; (b) the collection of 
information of existing records and trans- 
ferring to the Central Index; and (c) 
making new records of buildings and of 
War damage. In normal times these three 
classes of work would be taken in 
sequence, but the destruction that was 
taking place made it imperative to start 
recording without delay. 

Listing of Buildings.—This essential 
work was facilitated by the scheme pre- 
pared by the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings for the appointment of panel 
architects throughout the country to 
report on damage to buildings of merit. 
Some 328 appointments were made and the 
architects were instructed to prepare lists 
of buildings in their own localities, which 
the Ministry passed on to us. The 
National Buildings Record has taken an 
active part in assisting this work and in 
encouraging the County Architectural and 
Archeological Societies to help the panel 
architects. Special lists were also pre- 
pared by ourselves in the cases of towns 
like Bristol, Coventry, Birmingham, Hull, 
Southampton and Plymouth, which had 
suffered seriously from raids. Members of 
our Council have contributed to this work, 
and we are indebted to Mrs. Esdaile for 
a comprehensive list of sculpture in our 
parish churches. 

Index of Records.—The search for exist- 
ing records, the discovery of which is im- 
portant to avoid duplication, was started 
by widespread inquiry in all quarters, and 
contact has been made with a large 
number of public -and private Collections. 
The Architectural Graphic Records Com- 
mittee, which had prepared during the 
last ten years a card index of drawings 
and engravings (some 50,000 items), 
placed its material at our disposal. This 
has formed the basis of one of our central 
indexes and another has been made for 
photographs. . . . By far the most im- 
portant help received by the National 
Buildings Record in the work of tracing 
and indexing existing records has been 
afforded by the Courtauld Institute of 
Art. The valuable Conway Library (con- 
taining some 100,000 photographs) has 
been deposited in our offices at Oxford, 
and the Institute has lent us the services 
of their librarian, Mr. Cecil Farthing, 
whose experience and wholehearted help 
have been of the greatest value. 

New Records: (a) Staff Photographers. 
—Until July, 1941, the National Buildings 
Record could not afford the services of 
more than one staff photographer, but in 
this month, as a result of the visit of the 
Master of the Rolls to the United States, 
a most welcome and generous offer of help 
was received from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, who were impressed with the urgent 
need of anticipating the menace from the 
air. The Foundation offered to bear the 
cost of a staff of photographers on condi- 
tion that they were engaged to make 
records in the vulnerable areas, and 
promised up to £3,500 as long as this was 


expended within 12 months. In conse- 
quence we have been able to arrange for 
systematic work to be carried out at New- 
castle, Liverpool, Leeds and Hull, Bir- 
mingham and- Coventry, Norwich, Col- 
chester, London, Bristol, in Kent and the 
south coastal district from Plymouth to 


Dover. A large proportion is already 
accomplished. 
Royal Commissions. on Historical 


Monuments for England and Wales.— 
With the consent of the Treasury, Mr. 
A. W. Clapham and Mr. W. J. Hemp, the 
secretaries of these two Commissions, have 
arranged for their staffs to take over the 
record of certain districts in consultation 
with the National Buildings Record, and 
prints of the photographs are deposited in 
our Collections. The help of these trained 
investigators has proved invaluable. 
Through the Royal Commission on His- 
torical Monuments (England) the services 
of Mr. 0. G. S. Crawford, Archxology 
officer to the Ordnance Survey, have been 
secured for the Southampton district. 

Central Council for the Care of 
Churches.—Early contact was made with 
this organisation, which is engaged in col- 
lecting records of churches, and the Chair- 
man of the Central Council accepted mem- 
bership of the Advisory Council of the 
National Buildings Record. Close co- 
operation has been arranged between the 
two bodies, and information is pooled to 
avoid any unnecessary overlapping of 
their several activities. 

County Committees.—A wide appeal was 
made to county architectural and archzxo- 
logical societies and others to form 
regional committees to help in all depart- 
ments of the work of the National Build- 
ings Record, and especially to organise 
record work in their own neighbourhoods. 
The response has been almost inevitably 
slow, considering the preoccupation of all 
active persons in War work, but Com- 
mittees have been formed in eighteen 
centres. 

Architectural Drawings.—The present 
necessity for speed, record has dictated 
the almost exclusive use of the camera, 
but the fact that an architecturally drawn 
survey is the only completely satisfactory 
record of a building has not been over- 
looked. The Royal Institute of British 
Architects, recognising that the N.B.R. 
should have the services of at least one 
architectural draughtsman, has allocated 
one of its studentships for this purpose. 
The holder, Mr. Leslie W. Cook, 
A.R.IB.A., has already measured up 
several buildings in the London area. An 
effort is also being made to trace measured 
drawings, both published and unpublished, 
and some hundreds have already been 
registered. 

Photogrammetry.—This system, which 
enables reasonably accurate drawings of a 
building to be made from photographs 
taken under certain conditions, has been 
examined by a technical committee of the 
Royal Photographic Society on behalf of 
the National Buildings Record. The sys- 
tem has been adopted in certain cases, and 
detailed directions have been issued for 
those who are able to pursue the subject, 
although there are some difficulties in the 
way of its general adoption. 

The Future.—Our chief anxiety for the 
future is finance. The work of the 
National Buildings Record must continue 
and it must for some time be intensive. 
The full value of the Record can only be 
secured if it is comprehensive and com- 
plete, and a vast area of ground remains 
to be covered. . . . We need, therefore, 
money for two purposes—first, the imme- 
diate and urgent purpose of recording 
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while the danger lasts; secondly, the 
secure and permanent establishment of the 
Record. 

MEASURED DRAWINGS SCHEME. 

Through the generosity of one of its 
members of Council, the National Build- 
ings Record is able to announce a scheme 
by which it is hoped to centralise the 
results of student measuring activities and 
to build up through this means a national 
collection of graphic records of buildings 
of artistic, historic, topographical and 
sociological interest. In the past the 
waste of effort through the dispersal and 
loss of students’ drawings has been con- 
siderable. It is hoped that the scheme 
now initiated will put an end to this and 
at the same time encourage the further 
study and measurement of English archi- 
tecture. The scheme will operate as 
follows :— y 

The National Buildings Record invites 
the submission of measured drawings of 
English and Welsh buildings to be copied 

hotographically at the expense of the 

ational Buildings Record and returned 
to the owner. 

The N.B.R. is willing to pay a repro- 
duction fee of 10s. 6d. for each measured 
drawing accepted for reproduction. In the 
case of a set of sheets relating to one 
building, 10s. 6d. will be paid for the 
first sheet and 5s. each for the remainder. 
No size is stipulated, but sheets are 
expected to comprise a reasonable amount 
of information. 

The N.B.R. will require to have draw- 
ings in its keeping for about 10 days for 
consideration and reproduction if accepted. 
The drawings will be treated with every 
reasonable care while in its possession, 
and will be insured to a limited extent 
against damage or loss. 

Lists of buildings of architectural value 
covering the whole of England have been 
prepared, and the N.B.R. will be glad to 
advise as far as possible on the choice of 
buildings in specific areas. The fact that 
subjects are suggested by the N.B.R. will, 
however, not necessarily mean that draw- 
ings of them will be accepted for reproduc- 
tion. The scheme will work retrospec- 
tively, and consideration will be given to 
drawings executed at any time in the 
past. 

Drawings and all inquiries should be 
sent to the Director, National Buildings 
Record, All Souls College, Oxford. 


British Architectural Exhibition, Moscow. 

An exhibition devoted to British 
architecture, classical and modern, 
will be opened shortly at the Archi- 
tect’s House in Moscow. It will con- 
tain two main divisions. The first is 
devoted to outstanding masterpieces 
by British architects of the fifteenth 
to the eighteenth centuries, including 
classical works by Inigo Jones and 
Christopher Wren, in particular the 
latter’s plan for the rebuilding of 
London. Designs by the architect, 
Charles Cameron; who spent his whole 
life in Russia, and built a number of 
palaces and parks in the suburbs of 
Leningrad, as well as the works of the 
Adam brothers, Chambers, Campbell, 
and others, are the subjects of other 
exhibits. 


The second division deals with 


_modern British architecture. Here the 


visitor will see exhibits relating to the 
Crystal Palace. This section also illus- 
trates interesting examples of English 
cottages, garden cities, and interiors, 
as well as of war-time architecture.

Art the meeting of the Housing Centre 
held at 13, Suffolk-street, S.W.1, on 
June 9, Miss E. A. Nicholls, of the Asso- 
ciation for Planning and Regional Re- 
construction, delivered an address, ‘‘ The 
Hub of the House.’’ Some plans on the 
walls showed that this title related to the 
kitchen. Miss J. G. Ledeboer, A.R.I.B.A., 
presided. Introducing Miss Nicholls, she 
said that the Association for Planning and 
Regional Reconstruction was trying to 
develop a form of standardised units for 
kitchen planning, a subject on which ideas 
had altered since the last war. We were 
probably moving away from the kitchen 
range and might come to a form of slow- 
combustion stove. 

Miss NicHotts said that at present de- 
signers in all fields were held up by lack 
of knowledge as to what materials would 
be available after the war. It might well 
be then that what had formerly been easy 
to obtain would be off the market, while 
conditions might permit a large output of 
apparatus hitherto out of ordinary reach. 
It might be assumed that plastics would 
form a large part of materials to hand, 
‘and this would give much greater scope 
in the design of equipment, making stan- 
dardisation of parts and units easier. 

The Association had been considering 
the post-war town house, and had so far 
concentrated on the kitchen, trying to 
make the plan as simple as possible, so 
that it might serve as a basis to be elabo- 
rated on for many kinds of houses. The 
kitchen window should preferably face 
east, because if a cold spot was wanted 
for a larder this should be directly acces- 
sible from the kitchen and should not face 
west or south, while the kitchen itself 
should not face north. It was assumed 
that the kitchen would be provided with 
gas, electricity, or both, so that the 
position of a chimney did not matter. A 
boiler, whether for domestic or central 
heating, was not included; if a boiler 
existed it should be accommodated else- 
where. In like manner, cleaning mate- 
rials, including brooms, etc., should have 
a cupboard to themselves, preferably in 
the hall or on the landing. All laundry 
work should be done in the bathroom, and 
ironing in the living-room, so that no 
arrangements for this work were included 
in the kitchen. Under these conditions 
the sole function of the kitchen was the 
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provision of meals. In planning its lay- 
out the designer must have in view the 
storage of food and raw materials, the 
preparation and manipulation of food, 
cooking, service to the dining-room table, 
washing up, and the disposal of waste. 
The Association had classified kitchens 
into three types and two sizes. Size was 
not proportional to the number of the 
family, but to the amount of work to be 
done, and this depended partly on the 
number of people and partly on the stan- 
dard required. The selection of the type 
of kitchen was a matter of personal taste 
of the family concerned. The first type 
was the independent kitchen constructed 
for provision of meals only and entered by 
a door from the hall. The second type 
was the alcove or extension from the main 
living-room, which might be curtained off 
if required, but there should be no solid 
partition. An intermediate type was the 
kitchen connected with the living-room by 
means of a hatch. Each type needed 
special planning to get the maximum 
advantages from the equipment.

He 
entered the service of Office of 
Works in Great Britain 34 years ago, and 
was appointed Chief Architect of the 
Ulster Ministry of Finance on the setting 
up of the Parliament in 1922. Subse- 
quently he received the dual post of 
Deputy Director of Works and Chief 
Architect, under Major P. E. Shepherd, 
O.B.E., M.Inst.C.E As Chief Architect 
he was responsible for all buildings erected 
by the Works Division. He was 60.

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DIMENSIONAL 
CO-ORDINATION 


In a talk to the Association for Planning 
and Regional Reconstruction on vesearch, 
which he and Mr. R. Crompton have 
begun into the practical scope in this 
country of dimensional co-ordination, Dr. 
Ove Arup said that building materials 
could conveniently be divided into three 
groups: (1) Those which arrive fully 
prefabricated (windows, etc.); (2) those 
which are turned out in stock sizes, but 
which can be adapted on the site to fit the 
design (timber, steel, rods, bricks, etc.); 
(3) those which are delivered in bulk and 
applied wet, and which will fit any size 
(concrete, plaster, etc.). The line of 
demarcation between the three groups was 
not always very clear, but in the main the 
divisions held good. 

The object of dimensional co-ordination 
is to avoid as much as possible the neces- 
sity for site adjustment of the materials 
in group 2, and to reduce as much as 
possible the numbers of stock sizes of 
materials in groups 1 and 2. The second 
object can be mainly achieved by extend- 
ing standardisation. The lines on which 
the research was now proceeding were : 
To classify the sizes of the principal build- 
ing units in groups 1 and 2; to find out 
which classes of materials are closely 
related to each other in size (the window 
to the wall opening, e.g., the materials 
forming the wall, etc.) ; to try to establish 
simple relationships between human stan- 
dards (width of doors, etc.) and the stock 
sizes of building units; to find what modi- 
fications, if any, of the current stock sizes 
would be desirable; to find out whether it 
would be possible in the interests of 
simplification to base all these relation- 
ships on the same unit of dimension or 
increment as proposed by the Modular 
Service Association in the U.S.A.

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DECAYED STRUCTURES 
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IN RELATION TO TOWN 


REDEVELOPMENT .—2

Before outlining financial proposals for our Decayed 
Structures Redevelopment Act, let us examine briefly the 
existing Acts from which it is to find its source. 

The Housing Act of 1936 provides that decayed insani- 
tary habitations can be scheduled for clearance, and this 
basically with no compensation. Should a landlord have 
spent reasonable money on recent repairs, he can claim 
some allowance. Should a business be lost, the owner of 
the business has a claim for compensation. Both of these 
compensations are associated with the actual buildings 
which are demolished. The sites may or may not be 
acquired by the local authority, for their action is to be 
guided by town development. The sites may be of less 
value through clearance, or they may be of more value. 
This depends largely upon their location and size. 

The local authority can schedule areas around con- 
demned properties for redevelopment purposes, but for 
these they must pay market values. We find, therefore, 
that owners with properties a hundred years old may have 
no compensation payment, while those with properties 
a little better—say, eighty years old—receive full market 
value. The burden of purchasing market value properties 
has militated against the redevelopment schemes of towns 
in the past, and we are going to bear this in mind later. 

The War Damage Act is in its infancy, and there will 
have to be rulings with regard to many cases in order to 
have its interpretation in full. There are two main alter- 
natives for the settlement of claims given to the War 
Damage Commissioners, and they can choose the less costly 
alternative of the two. 

They can elect to pay for reinstatement in part or in 
whole of the building according to the damage sustained, 
or they can pay the 1939 market value of the building. 
One is “‘ reinstatement payment ”’ and the other is “‘ value 
payment.” 

The market value is naturally affected by the state of 
the building, an old building being generally of less value 
than a new one. Consequently, we can imagine the ques- 
tion being asked: ‘‘ What was the age of the building in 
1939, and how many years of further life could be given 

to it in normal circumstances? ”’ To answer this question 
some further investigation is necessary. 


8. 


We are now obliged to analyse the market value of the 
property, for this has much bearing on the proposed pro- 
visions of our “‘ Decayed Structures Redevelopment Act.” 

Firstly, there is the “‘ site value,” and it is associated 
with the land which carries the buildings. Its value is 
primarily influenced by its location—the site of a shop in 
a large town being of much more value than one of 
similar size and shape in a country village. Its size and 
shape also affect the site value, while the business import- 
ance of adjoining properties is not without its particular 
influence. 

We now come to the building value, and here again we 
have two distinct values to consider—namely, the “ con- 
structional value ” and the “ market value.” 

The constructional value is that of bricks, timber, slates, 
concrete, etc., of which it is made up. Such a value for 
a new building is that of putting it out on tender and 
having it built for a certain price. If it is not a new 
building, then the constructional value is. that of a new 
building, less the value of its deterioration through use 
and age (or use and decay). 

The market value (after deducting the site value) can 
be much less than this, for it is the value given by a 
willing buyer to .a willing seller which involves the uses to 
which it can be put. It is that balanced figure brought 
about by the desire of the former to sell at the highest 
figure, and of the latter to pay no more than its economic 
value to him. It is the figure of balanced mutual benefit 
—one to sell and the other to buy. 


Should this figure be more than the constructional value, 
it is brought about by the exceptionally favourable con- 
ditions of amenity and accommodation of the building. 
Apart from this, of course, is the increasing value of the 
site. Such increasing values are generally brought about 
by the uses to which the buildings are put. 

We will revert to our decayed structures again. From a 
construction value, they are worth nothing. In fact, they 
may be of less value than even that, if their demolition 
is going to be an expense to the owner. And yet we see 
these decayed structures patched up and used one decade 
after another. How does it come about that the owners 
do not demolish and rebuild? 

The answer is generally one of two reasons—or both. 
Firstly, because the owners are not prepared to face the 
expense of rebuilding; and, secondly, because the decayed 
structures (thanks largely to the sites they occupy) con- 
tinue to produce rents or returns to their owners. Tenants 
occupy them because of their locations and because they 
still provide accommodation, although such accommodation 
may be much below modern building standards. 

Their two factors of value are therefore location and 
accommodation. The former is a site value and the 
latter is a market value of the accommodation available 
on the site. 

- 9. 

Our next step is to examine the amortisation of capital 
processes with regard to buildings. This means the 
redemption of capital invested in buildings whether they 
be new or old. 

If a person has the money available to finance a building, 
the question of mortgage need not arise. In the financial 
returns of that property, the owner will not only require 
an annual money interest from it, but a gradual repayment 
of the capital. This repayment is known as a “ sinking 
fund,” and it brings about the amortisation of the capital. 

Consequently, the decay or the ultimate non-use of the 
building is countered financially, and the annual return to 
the owner includes both capital and interest. 

The periods of years for the amortisation processes vary, 
but for general purposes they do not exceed sixty years for 
new buildings. In many cases they are only thirty, while 
for old buildings they can be but a few years—say, five to 
twenty—according to the condition of the structures. The 
site values may be fairly stable and even increase, while 
the building values steadily and slowly deteriorate. 


10. 

The amortisation period for the mortgages of the Building 
Societies is seldom more than thirty years for new build- 
ings, and this also applies to the mortgages made under 
the provisions of the Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts. 
Local authorities are generally allowed sixty years for the 
amortisation of loans necessary to finance their own 
permanent buildings; the houses of housing schemes are 
financed on such a basis. ~ 

We see from the above that sixty years is generally 
regarded as the maximum life of a new building from the 
standpoint of capital investment values. It can also be 
taken as the maximum normal, sound and economic life 
of a well-built permanent building of the general type. 

We shall suggest later that the payments should be con- 
tinued after the capital has been redeemed, in order to 
make provision for the ultimate replacement of the 
building. 

At this juncture it can be stated that mortgage invest- 
ments on properties are but rarely made to private 
individuals, unless the latter provide a’ portion of the 
capital cost at the outset. Such portions usually range 
from the minimum of 10 per. cent. of the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts to as much as 50 per cent. in other cases. 
The old ratio used to be 333 per cent. of the market value, 
and this is still considered to be a sound basis. 

We can note here that the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
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Acts enable the local authority to advance money to owner- 
occupiers of houses, so that occupiers can be encouraged 
to become the owners of the houses they occupy. 


11. 


The annual money interests expected from properties 
and on mortgages on properties vary according to the risks 
and the state of the money market. 

Buildings at one time were expected to produce at least 
6 per cent. per annum on the capital and mortgages on 
buildings not less than 5 per cent. per annum. During 
recent years these figures have lessened somewhat. 

The local authority can lend money for Small Dwellings 
Acquisition purposes at } per cent. per annum more than 
the interest at which they can borrow. At the time of 
writing they can borrow at 3 per cent. per annum, so that 
they can lend at 3} per cent. per annum. 

When a capital outlay of £1,000 is considered at interests 
of 5 per cent. and 34 per cent., the comparative figures are 
£50 and £35 per annum respectively. The weekly com- 
parison is 19s. 24d. and 13s. 53d. respectively, or a differ- 
ence of 5s. 9d. per week. 

The interest rates, particularly on mortgages, are of the 
greatest importance, and such differences should be borne 
in mind for later consideration.

CRAFTSMEN FOR REPAIR WORK. 


BristoL Housing Committee have received a deputation 
which made the request that the more permanent work on 
war-damaged houses should be done only by the appro- 
priate craftsmen in the building industry. Speaking on 
behalf of the Painters’ Society and the Plumbers’ and 
Glaziers’ Association, Mr. E. W. Begbie pointed out that 
there was a feeling that the repairing of bombed property 
had gone beyond first-aid repairs, and that the work should 
be carried out by the appropriate craftsmen. There had 
been cases where labourers had been employed on glaziers’ 
work. He also suggested that the glaziers should be allowed 
to contract direct for the work and not through other con- 
tractors. 


The Housing Manager, Mr. R. J. Allerton, said the posi- 
tion was now that no job should be done except by men 
accustomed to the work. During the time of the heavy 
raids the unions put no obstacle in the way of men being 
employed on different jobs, but the time had arrived when 
the position should be regularised, and no men should be 
employed on work for which they were not qualified. He 
saw no objection to direct contracting, but it was a matter 
to be taken up with the Ministry.

Replanning of London. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Ministry of Works and Planning Bill in 
the House of Lords, LorpD PORTAL said 
that it constituted the first step only in 
carrying out the Government's policy. 
The objective of that policy was to secure 
the right use of the land of the country 
for all purposes. For this, existing 
planning powers were known to be in- 
adequate, and it would be necessary to 
introduce legislation substantially amend- 
ing, strengthening and extending the 
present law. Betore this Was done it 
was essential to have the final report of 
Mr. Justice Uthwatt’s Committee, and the 
report of Lord Justice Scott’s Committee, 
which were now near completion. There 
would have to be a speeding up of pro- 
eedure under the Town and Country 
Planning Act. 

After explaining the Bill in detail, Lord 
Portal dealt with the work of planning in 
Greater London. He said: Lord Reith 
took the view that in planning the recon- 
struction of the London region a begin- 
ning should be made with the central 
areas, particularly in view of the fact 
that enemy bombing had been largely 
concentrated at the centre. Accordingly, 
the Corporation of the City of London 
and the London County Council were in 
vited by him to prepare provisional plans 
of redevelopment for the city and county 
respectively. Those provisional plans are 
now in an advanced stage of preparation. 
and I took the view, therefore, that the 


time had arrived when consideration 
should be given to the question of 
planning the area surrounding the 


County of London, which, in many 
ways, forms a composite whole with the 
City and County. I referred the matter 
to the Standing Conference on London 
Regional Planning, with the suggestion 
that a comprehensive plan for the whole 
of the region should be prepared by an 
eminent planner to be appointed by me; 
making clear that it would be for the 
planner to advise me on the precise area 
or region which it would be_ best to 
include in the plan, and that he would 
need the assistance of the local authori- 
ties, both county and district, in the 
region in regard to the supply of facts, 
figures and other information. I pointed 
out that the plan must be based on 
present facts, but must be sufficiently 
flexible to enable any necessary adjust- 
ments to be made as the war proceeds 
and post-war prospects emerge with 
greater clarity. 

I am glad to say that at their meeting 
held on May 27 the Standing Conference 
welcomed my proposal and_ suggested 
that the eminent planner might well be 
Professor Abercrombie, who was already 
preparing the redevelopment plan for 
the County of London as consultant to 
the London County Council. I intend to 
adopt this suggestion, and to appoint 
Professor Abercrombie accordingly. He 
will enjoy the help of the Technical Com- 
mittee of the Standing Conference and 
will work in consultation with the trans- 
port and other public utility services. I 
am convinced that these steps will prove 
a valuable contribution to more efficient 
planning. 

Viscount SamvrL, in supporting the 
till, referred to the plan that had been 
prepared by Professor Abercrombie and 
representatives of the London County 
Council for the larger London area where 
there were over 100 separate authorities 
with powers under the present Planning 
Aet. Obviously, they had to be brought 
into one co-ordinated body for the work 
to be well done. The matter had also 
been examined by a committee of archi- 
tects of the Royal Academy under the 
chairmanship of Sir-Edwin Lutyens and 
he (Viscount Samuel) had the privilege 
a few days ago of seeing the very remark 
able plans which, after two years’ work, 
they, had produced. He believed they 
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would be exhibited to the public at the 
Royal Academy later in the year. They 
were most striking and would arouse 
public enthusiasm when they were seen 
‘These two plans, no doubt, so far as they 
were found to be acceptable, might be 
brought together, and he had no doubt 
that the Ministry of Planning, the 
London County Council, the City Corpora- 
tion, and the other authorities would take 
steps to see that they were carried into 
effect so as to make London what it ought 
to be—a city really worthy of this nation. 
of the Commonwealth as a whole, and of 
the position of moral leadership which 
the country was now taking in the world. 

Lorp LatHaM asked the Minister to 
give some attention to another element 
of planning which, all other difficulties 
having been overcome, might nevertheless 
arrest it. It was the provision of build- 
ing materials and of building labour. 
There was perhaps no field in which a 
stronger case could be made for the main- 


*tenance of control after the war than 


that in respect of building materials. 
They all Knew, and especially Lord 
Addison, how many of the hopeful pro- 
jects following the last war were defeated 
because of the absence of control. It was 
a matter of history that Lord Addison, 
who was then a Minister, asked for 
powers to control building materials, both 
their user and their price. Those powers 
were never vouchsafed to him. The result 
was that in 1921 the cost of building 
reached indefensible heights, and shortly 
after that they had an economy cam- 
paign which delayed, interrupted and 
threw out of balance the whole of the 
project for clearing the slums. He 
hoped, therefore, that Lord Portal would, 
in his legislation, seek power not only to 
control the price of building materials 
but also the priority of user, and, further, 
would concern himself with the organisa- 
tion and the supply of those materials, 
the examination of substitutes and of new 
methods of building, the revision of 
specifications; in short, do everything 
necessary to ensure that the tools were 
there when local authorities and the 
Government wished to go on executively 
with planning. 

That brought him (Lord Latham) to 
another aspect of this problem, and_ it 
was an important aspect, that of build- 
ing labour. The history of the building 
industry from the point of view of those 
employed in it was not a happy one. It 
was, in fact, a very unhappy one. The

workers would be the essential factor in 
any comprehensive planning of this 
country. He hoped the Minister and his 
Department would push forward with the 
organising of an adequate labour force. 
That would include training men to 
become efficient operatives. It would 
require that some reasonable assurance 
should be given to those employed in the 
building trade that if substantial dilu- 
tion took place they would not be, as was 
the case after the last war, faced with 
unemployment within a comparatively 
short time. In short, it would be the 
function, and the duty, of the Minister 
to organise the building trade on a long- 
term basis in co-operation with the local 
authorities and other organisations. 
There was yet another important 
aspect of this planning. It would be idle 
for local authorities to be so constituted 
that they could do the job, for them to 
be given the powers to enable them to 
do the job, for the Ministry to have power 
to supervise and co-ordinate, unless two 
things were settled in advance. To one 
he had already alluded, the organisation 
of the building industry. The other was 
finance. It would profit little if London 
within the county, London outside the 
county, Hull, Coventry, Plymouth and 
other cities prepared plans unless they 
knew in advance how they would stand 
with regard to the finance of carrying out 
those plans. He was one of those who 
took the view that the cost of the 
planning could not be left to the local 
authorities themselves. It was a charge 
which ought to be spread over the whole 
of the country. It would include replace- 
ment, restoration, reconstruction and re- 
planning. The finance of planning must 
be controlled. He asked the Minister to 
pluck up his courage, to take such 
physical or other support as he could 
with him, go to the Treasury and get a 
satisfactory, honest deal for those who 
would be engaged as local authorities in 
replanning after the war. It was impor- 
tant that that problem should be settled 
before peace came, otherwise all the pre- 
paratory steps would be nugatory. Local 
authorities would be unable to take any 
steps at all until they were satisfied 
where the money was coming from. 
_ Everyone would welcome with satisfac- 
tion that the Minister had been able to 
secure that the outer London authorities 
would co-operate with him in the pre- 
paration of a plan for their areas and that 
the same consultant as had offered his 
services to the London County Council 
would be the person entrusted with this 
task by the Ministry. That was a first- 
class piéce of co-ordination. But it would 
be unfortunate for the Minister and for 


the good relationship between the 
London County Council and the out- 
country authorities if it should be 


thought that any influence at all had been 
used by the London County Council in 
this matter, and that the Minister had 
not acted quite freely without any sug- 
gestion from the London County Council. 
The fact that there would be one man 
dealing with both the inner ring and the 
outer ring of London could not but con- 
duce to a proper solution of the problem 
of a plan for London. 

LorpD Portal, in reply, referred to what 
Lord Latham had said about building 
labour. He went on: I said in this 
House some time ago that if you want a 
big building industry, with a balanced 
programme and priorities, you must do 
away with the system of casual labour 
which has existed in the building trade. 
That, T think, was the point which the 
noble Lord wished to make, and I 
entirely agree with him. It is being done 
in the mining industry and it will have to 
be done in the building industry. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


Building Industry After the War. 
During a debate on control of public 
services after the war, LorD REITH said 
that in the building and civil engineer- 
ing and the building materials industry 
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some measure of central regulation and 
control would be necessary by some kind 
of national board, whose powers would 
include price control. There would be 
an enormous amount of work to be done 
by both public and private interests. All 
work, public and private, over a certain 
figure, should be subject to licence. All 
public expenditure would be subject to 
a schedule of prices, and work would be 
done under standard specifications and a 
standardisation of forms and methods of 
contract. Under standardisation codes of 
practice and research would be adopted. 

Lorp PortaL pointed out that schemes 
were being prepared by the various 
Ministries concerned with post-war re- 
construction. For instance, the Ministry 
of Works and Buildings was preparing its 
own scheme. The building industry, of 
course, did not really come under public 
services, but he agreed that there must be 
some form of control of the industry after 
the war. He felt certain that control 
would have to be continued for some 
time after the war. When they had a 
big, balanced, arranged building  pro- 
gramme if they had control of the mate- 
rials required for that programme they 
would have to have priorities. There 
would be so much to do that it would be 
essential to have priorities to carry out 
the building programme. On this matter 
he concurred with Lord Reith; their 
ideas ran very much together. 


Advisory Council. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings which organisations, institu- 
tions, groups or persons were invited to 
attend, or to send representatives to, the 
meeting held by his Ministry on Thurs- 
day, June 11, 1942, with the object of 
forming an advisory council; how many 
persons it was intended should be on this 
e@uncil; who would be the chairman and 
secretary; and what were the terms of 
reference. 9 

Mr. Hicks said that the only meeting 
held in the Ministry of Works and Build- 
ings on the date in question was for the 
purpose of giving further consideration 
to the question, which had for some time 
been under discussion, of establishing a 
Codes of Practice Committee for Building 
and Civil Engineering. The following In- 
stitutions and Departments were invited 
to send representatives to the meeting: 
Royal Institute of British Architects, In- 
stitution of Electrical Engineers, Institu- 
tion of Mechanical Engineers, Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers, In- 
stitution of Structural Engineers, Incor- 
porated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors, Building Industries National 
Council, British Standards Institution, 
Institution of Civil Engineers, together 
with representatives of the Ministry of 
Health, Research and Experiments De- 
partment (Ministry of Home Security), 
Building Research Station (Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research), 
and Ministry of Works and Buildings. 


Housing Prices. 

Mr. Lipson asked the Minister of 
Health if he was aware of the greatly 
increased prices that were being asked in 
certain areas for houses offered for sale; 
and would he control the prices of houses 
on the basis of pre-war rateable value. 

Miss HorsBRUGH said that the Minister 
understood that in some reception areas 
there had been a rise in the prices of 
houses for which vacant possession could 
be given. In view of the protection 
afforded to tenants under the Rent 
Restriction Acts and the powers available 
by way of requisitioning and billeting for 
various war time needs, he did not feel 
that he would at present be justified in 
seeking Parliamentary powers on _ the 
lines suggested. He was, however, keep- 
ing the situation under careful watch 
and he would be glad to receive any facts 
which Mr. Lipson had in his possession. 
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POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION 


SOME OF THE PROBLEMS. 

In a paper read before the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors at 
75, Eaton-place, Westminster, 8.W.1, on 
June 11, Mr. Atrrep C. Bossom, 
F.R.1.B.A., M.P., said there was one, and 
only one, controlling issue before the 
nation: Winning this war. But, while 
the younger men and women were fighting 
and working for this, the older men and 
women must plan and prepare for the 
nation’s future so that, when the world 
returned to peace, Britain would not, as 
far as construction was concerned, be a 
place tied up with limiting regulations, 
hindered by ancient prejudices and out of 
touch with the latest developments. Time 
was not on the side of planners, for there 
was a tremendous amount to be done if 
we were to be ready to build the best for 
Britain. 

‘* What,’’ asked the lecturer, ‘‘ are the 
two things the men and women released 
from the Services and munition factories 
will want? First, a good pay envelope; 
and, second, a decent home. Both these 
results can be ‘brought about by the efforts 
of the planners. The pay envelope will be 
enlarged if our places of work—offices, 
workshops and factories—are scientifically 
designed when reconstructed and equipped 
with good lighting, heating and ventila- 
tion. This will,reduce the cost of produc- 
tion, increase output and leave more to be 
divided among the workers. If we are to 
have happy homes, if the serious decline 
in population is to be arrested, our homes 
must be large enough and the average 
house should have at least’ five rooms; 
should be switch-controlled, and drudgery 
reduced to the minimum by every mechani- 
cal aid and process. It should be well and 
attractively situated.”’ 
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The British building industry, he cop. 
tinued, was a sheltered industry and had 
not been spurred on by the competition of 
other countries. Town and Country Plan. 
ning Acts had been slow to produce results 
or prevent the defacement of places of 
beauty and historic interest. Indeed, the 
control and balance between the different, 
departments and municipal authorities 
must be re-examined and clarified if we 
were to do justice to our mammoth post- 
war task. 

‘“* How can this be done? It is useless 

to do it piecemeal. The Government or 
some Government-controlled agency must 
acquire all the ‘ blitzed’ areas to be re- 
constructed at their pre-war, say, March, 
1939, value. These areas should then be 
properly laid out and offered for sale or 
lease to either municipal authorities or 
private owners for development by indi- 
vidual initiative. This will mean: (1) 
Slums will be wholly uprooted and _pro- 
perly town-planned; (2) by reselling or 
releasing the Government will recoup its 
expenses and the benefit of the enhanced 
value will accrue to the National Ex- 
chequer ; and (3) private initiative will be 
enlisted in all redevelopments. This prin- 
ciple can apply to all large ‘ blitzed’ 
towns and areas. 
_ “In planning, towns must have breath- 
ing-spaces; architectural treasures, such 
as St. Paul’s, Westminster Abbey, and the 
Houses of Parliament, must have a fitting 
setting. _London’s green belt should be 
completed and extended, and on the inner 
side a circular perimeter railway built. All 
main railway lines should terminate here, 
be connected with the perimeter railway 
and this in turn linked with the centre 
of the City by the existing underground 
system and surface arteries. Storage 
depots, fuel dumps, markets, hospitals, 
playing-fields, and market gardens should 
all border on the green belt, and, adjacent 
to the perimeter railway, our great aero- 
dromes should send ’planes to all parts of 
the world, and, themselves, connect up 
with the inner metropolis by an adequate 
air-taxi service. Industrial and residential 
areas should be set apart from each other. 
Pendentive towns can arrange for every 
house to have running water, gas and elec- 
tricity, and, in large communities, muni- 
cipal heating or thermostatic control can 
be installed at time of construction, The 
wealth of the nation is in its men, women 
and children, and everything possible 
should be done to cater for their health 
and happiness and to remove all narrow- 
ing restrictions. This national investment 
will, in turn, national 
assets. 

“To give our common-sense, scientific, 
artistic and ingenious qualities full play 
we must: (1) Obtain and digest the best 
existing knowledge; (2) reduce it to a 
series of crystal-clear principies; (3) make 
it available to architects, engineers ‘and 
operatives through’ our technical schools, 
and (4) local authorities and _ private 
owners will have to draw up plans and 
specifications accordingly.. The eagerly 
awaited Uthwatt Report and Lord Justice 
Scott Report may clear up many of these 
points.”’ 

The lecturer tnen dealt with detailed 
subjects of labour, materials, etc., a sum- 
marised report of which follows :— 

Lasour.—Sound and careful judgment 
will have to be used if the building in- 
dustry is to provide work for the millions 
released at the end of the war, and all 
adjustments will have to be thoroughly 
considered by the Government and the 
existing leaders of the various crafts. 


create . greater 
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Mareriats.—We now have, and are con- 
stantly adding to, a very large range of new 
building materials and methods. As these 
inventions come forth, the country should 
be allowed to adopt them once they have 
deen approved by the British Standards 
Institution. We should introduce electric 
welding and cut out riveting where pos- 
sible. A wide range of plastics, derived 
from different sources, can provide all 
sorts of articles and different treatment for 
walls, floors, roofs, and staircases. 

STANDARDISATION AND FaBRIcaTIon.— 
‘The modern building should be fabricated 
in workshops which are comfortable and 
Scientifically laid out, the different parts 
completed separately and brought to the 
site for assembly. Operatives should work 
to a proper Time AND Procress ScHEDULE, 
and adequate supervision, follow-up and 
TY cut out waste of time and 
materials and deliver the goods on time. 
Scientifically planned, complete bath- 
rooms, kitchens, built-in fitments should 
be manufactured by the thousand and sold 
by the unit to reduce cost, and be offered 
to the public as a whole unit. The one- 
pipe plumbing system should be allowed 
in this country. 

Forms or Conrract.—Drawings and 
Specifications should be complete in all 
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details when handed over, and trained 
mechanics will be able to work from them 
without constant reference back. 

LanDscaPiInc.—Our climate lends itself 
to landscaping, and charm, beauty and 
grace can be added to every construction 
by this being taken into account in the 
first instance. 

Charm and happiness will result from 
ending drudgery in the home and slaving 
in the workshop and factory. Small fac- 
tories can be standardised in construction 
and the “‘ flatted’’ factory will reduce 
overhead charges, provide ample light, 
good ventilation and a standard form of 
heating. Communal rest-rooms and res- 
taurants can be provided: Exports for at 
home and abroad will be increased. 

From this pentagon of fundamentals it 
is seen there is no reason why our post- 
war Britain should not be beautiful and 
bountiful; why it should not employ our 
large numbers ; why anarchisms should not 
be ended, and health and _ happiness 
brought jnto our lives and the lives of 
future generations. The door is opening 
as never before for the architects, engi- 
neers and building industry generally ; but 
time is on the wing, and there is much 
to be done before these dreams can become 
beneficial realities. 7 


BUILDING OPERATIVES 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

In the course of his presidential address 
to the Twenty-fifth Annual Conference of 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, Mr. J. W. SrepHENsoN said 
that good will had imbued their relations 
with the Employers, with the representa- 
tives of the Ministries of Labour and 
National Service, and Works and Build- 
ings, and the members of the various 


Government Advisory and Consultative 
Committees. That good will had been 
reciprocated. Otherwise he did not see 


how they would have found their way 
through the prevalent disorders. ‘We 
have travelled far,’’ declared the Presi- 
dent. ‘“The building industry has 
changed out of all resemblance to what it 
was three years ago. We now have a 
more complete and systematised Govern- 
ment control. There is a somewhat better 
organisation of building services and 
operations. While building workers were 
mever under such discipline, restrictions 
and orders as at present—many irksome 
and only tolerated, because there’s a 
war on—there are compensatory factors. 
More security in work. More permanency 
in employment. Stabilised wages. The 
guaranteed week under the Essential 
Work Order. The partial guaranteed 
week under the Uniformity Agreement. 
Better lodging and travelling allowances. 
Greater attention to welfare on the jobs. 
A bonus payment system has been im- 
posed. It has now been in operation some 
time; long enough to judge of its’ efficacy. 
We opposed the system from the outset, 
but were overridden by the Government, 
influenced, no doubt, by the big contrac- 
tors. In my opinion, nothing has occurred 
to justify its imposition. Building pro- 
duction would probably have been as 
great had there been no payment by 
results. It has increased the costs. Such 
was bound to be the case on a busy labour 


market. Our members have worked the 
system.- Its evils remain. They will 
become more apparent when trade 
slackens. Then will be the testing time. 
We will seize every opportunity to 


eliminate this pernicious system from the 
building industry. 

‘Some improvements have been made 
in wages. considerable -amount of 
upgrading has taken place. Wages are 


.now under review by the Joint Council. 


We are hoping to effect an improvement 





on the basic rate. We have raised the 
question of labourers’ rates with a view 
to their increase to 80 per cent. Under 
the War Time Agreement labourers are 
getting about 80 per cent. We support 
this upward tendency.”’ 

At last (he continued) they could repor 
progress in respect to Holidays with Pay. 
The scheme providing for six days’ con- 
secutive holiday with pay on a non-con- 
tributory basis was now agreed between 
themselves and the employers. The ad- 
ministrative machinery of the scheme 
would be working this year, and it was 
hoped that next year the holidays would 
become operative. 

New structural © Britains—like New 
Jerusalems—did not emerge from the void 
or descend from the blue. . The ports, 
towns and cities had been largely shat- 
tered by enemy attack. Evacuated areas 
had become derelict. Apart from the 
newly erected war buildings, practically 
every building in the land called for reno- 
vation and repair, or demolition. The 
slums called for abolition. Millions of new 
houses were required. The plans urged 
decentralisation, a more spacious location 
of industry and the industrial population ; 
the building of towns and cities in the 
light of progress; the building of new 
roads .and bridges;- the complete -struc-

tural equipment of Britain on modern 
lines. 

‘** Who is. to direct and control? The 
Ministry of Works and Buildings. Who 
is to do this immense work? The building 
industry—the building industry with its 
86,000 building firms, of all sorts. and sizes. 
The big firms, the reputable firms, the 
speculative builders, the specialist. con- 
tractors, the swarms of jobbing and jerry 
builders. Truly, a grotesque muddle of 
private enterprise. The building industry 
with its ill-assorted plant and machinery. 
The building industry with its craftsmen 


and _ skill jabourers—casual workers 
now partly de-casualised. . . . What» kind 
of new-built Britain can we _ possibly 


visualise as the outcome of the endeavours 
of the existing building’ industry? Can 
anybody conceive that a great and noble 
Britain will result from the competitive 
private enterprise of swarms of building 
firms? Each scrambling for contracts? 
Each scurrying the work to make the 
largest profit? Jerry outdoing Jerry? Can 
anybody conceive that a great and noble 
Britain will be built with the odd jumbles 
of plant and machinery which these firms 
possess; that. a great- and noble. Britain. 
will be built when building jobs can be 
started at, odd times all over the place? 
. . - If Britain is to be properly rebuilt 
these things are essential :— 

(1) The intimate discovery of building 
needs through the medium of local surveys. 

(2) The initiation and planning of build- 
ing by the Public Authorities. 

(3) The organisation of the building 
industry as a public service, rationalised 
and fully equipped with up-to-date plant 
and machinery. 

(4) Together with a great improvement 
in the conditions and status of building 
operatives. 


Lord Portal’s Speech, ; 
Speaking earlier in the proceedings, 
Lorp Porrat, Minister of Works and 
Buildings, advocated full unison in the 
industry, the Ministry and the Federa- 
tions assisting each other. The difficulty 
in dealing with “the enormous number 
of committees both inside and outside the 
Ministry’? must be overcome. ‘‘It is 


essential,’ he said, ‘‘ that a balanced 
programme be thought out, “a _ pro- 
gramme which will let people look 


some years ahead, so that they can see 
the work in sight. It is impossible to 
mobilise your labour in the industry 
unless you are certain that the work is 
there. 

‘‘T want you to realise that the posi- 
tion. at the end of this war will be dif- 
ferent from the position at the end of the 
last war. You will have controls in this 
country for some time after the end of 
the war. If you are going to control raw 
materials and have a balanced programme 
and you are going to see there is contin- 
uity in the work of the operatives, then 
you must tidy up at the top as well as on 
the operative side. If you are going to 
control these things it will be impossible . 
not to look on the industry as a whole 
and see what scheme could be introduced 
to tidy up the industry. After the war is 
over, trade unionism will be one of the bul- 
warks of this country. It should be looked 
on by the employers as a_ great buffer 
and a great help, not as a hindrance.” 

Lord Portal affirmed that when peace 
returns a system of priority in building 
would operate, this course having to be 
taken because of the lack and the control 
of materials and the question of men 
returning to the industry. He predicted 
a post-war shortage in dwelling accommo- 
dation; but as churches, schools, harbours 
and ports had also to be built, the con- 
structions would have to be subject to a 
system of rotation. 
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THE COMMITTEE ON THE BRICK INDUSTRY 


SECOND REPORT. 


Tue Second Report of the Commit- 
ree on the Brick Industry (Chairman, 
Mr. Oliver Simmonds, M.P. for the 
Duddefston Division of Birmingham) 
has now been’ published (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d.). The 
Report is now being considered by 
the Minister of Works and Buildings, 
who will announce the Government’s 
policy in due course. r 

The First Report.—The First Report 
of the Committee, which was presented 
to the late Minister at the end of last 
year, recommended, among other 
measures, the compulsory closure of 
brick works with the object of adjusting 
the output to current falling demand, 
and suggested a scheme for contribution 
towards the care and maintenance of 
such closed works, so as to ensure that 
they would be kept in a condition to 
resume production immediately after the 
war, to meet the anticipated urgent de- 
mands for reconstruction. 

These recommendations have been im- 
plemented by two Orders made by the 
Minister of Works and Buildings and 
the Treasury by :— 

The Bricks (Control) Order, 1942, 
dated May 4, 1942, under which all 
producers of building bricks must be 
licensed by the Minister of Works and 
Buildings. 

The Bricks (Charges) Order, 1942, 
made on May 13, 1942, imposing a 
levy of 3s. per thousand bricks, to pro- 
vide the Care and Maintenance Fund 
for closed works. 

During the first four months of this 
year 163 works closed voluntarily within 
the care and maintenance scheme. 

The Second Report.—The Second 
Report, which is to some extent comple- 
mentary to the First, as many of the 
recommendations arise from problems of 
selecting works for closure, opens with a 
review of the period from the submission 
of the First Report until the presentation 
of the Second on May 4, 1942. 

The following are the chief points and 
recommendations made by the Committee 
in this Second Report :— 

1. A Picture or tHE InDustRY.—It is 
fundamental to regard the undertakings 
which comprise the industry as falling 
into either the Fletton group or the non- 
Fletton group. 

The non-Fletton part of the industry, 
manufacturing about two-thirds of the 
national output, consists of a large num- 
ber of units diversified in every way 
except in their common conception of 
the brick market as a local affair. The 
Fletton group, on the other hand, 
although localised in the Bedford and 
Peterborough area, has, by a combination 
of a number of favourable factors, been 
able to develop its production and dis- 
tribution on a national basis. 

This fundamental difference of outlook 
between the two sections of the industry, 
combined with the diversity of character- 
istics within the non-Fletton group, 
renders the problem of selecting further 
works for closure a matter of extreme 
difficulty. The broad guiding principle 
is that bricks should be drawn from the 
works which enable production and de- 
livery to site to be effected with minimum 
demand upon national resources, which 
could be used more advantageously in 
other directions. The Committee has 
consulted with the Government Depart- 
ments concerned with each of these re- 
sources—man-power, transport, and fuel 


—which are consumed by different types 
of works in appreciably different propor- 
tions. Apart, however, from an indica- 
tion that transport through railway 
bottlenecks must be avoided, and an 
impression that reduction in length of 
haulage takes certain precedence over 
other considerations, the Committee has 
not been able to derive from these con- 
sultations any clear guidance as to the 
relative importance which should be 
attached to the three factors, each 
separately of vital importance, as also is 
the necessity for continued production of 
building bricks on a scale adequate to 
meet war-time needs. 

2. A Qvora Prtan.—The Committee 
accordingly concludes that reduction of 
demand should be met, whether by 
closure of works or otherwise, upon the 
basis of sharing the contraction of out- 
put as equitably as national interest and 
exigencies of war may permit, at the 
expense of all sections of the industry. 

To achieve this sharing the Committee 
recommends a “‘ quota plan’’ which en- 
visages ten different areas in the country, 
including the Fletton group, each pro- 
ducing a proportion of the national de- 
mand, varying in each case within plus 
or minus 25 per cent. of a predetermined 
percentage. This percentage is based on 
the 1941 production with adjustments to 
reflect in some degree the differences in 
hardship suffered since the outbreak of 
war, the variation of plus or minus 25 
per cent. being introduced to allow ad- 
justment to meet war conditions. 

3. FurtrHer CLosurE or Works.—The 
Committee recommends that further 
necessary closure of works should be the 
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responsibility of the Director of Bricks 
of the Ministry of Works and Buildings. 
For the adjudication of appeals from 
undertakings whose works are included in 
closure lists, the Committee recommends 
the establishment of a tribunal compris- 
ing an independent Chairman, represen- 
tatives of the Ministry of Labour, the 
Ministry of War Transport, and the 
Mines Department, and two members, 
neither of whom should be directly or 
indirectly interested in the case under 
consideration, drawn from a panel of 
representatives of the industry. 

4, COMPENSATION FoR Loss or SaLEs.— 
The Committee recommends a scheme of 
compensation for loss of sales based for 
each works on a percentage of national 
sales in 1938, thus bringing within the 
scheme works closed either before or after 
the introduction of the scheme for care 
and maintenance recommended in the 
First Report. This compensation scheme 
is to operate on the principle of payment. 
of a levy for over sales and a receipt for 
compensation for under sales, at the rate 
of 3s. per thousand bricks. 

5. THe Price or _ Bricks.—Price 
stability in the industry is essential to 
operate the quota plan successfully, and, 
unless the correct level of prices exists, 
it will be difficult for the industry to 
bear even part of the levy for the care 
and maintenance of closed works, or to 
initiate the proposed compensation 
scheme for loss of sales. 

The Committee recommends the fixa- 
tion by statute of minimum prices for 
bricks delivered to site. These prices 
would vary in different parts of the 
country, and in the initial scheme the 
Committee recommends ten-mile squares 
as the units of area, though where pos- 
sible these squares should be grouped 
into larger areas. By a majority, the 
Committee recommends that one mini- 
mum price only should be fixed in each 
area, but three members recommend that 
within the framework of the minimum 
price. scheme there should be provision 
for differentiation between bricks of dif- 
ferent types or qualities. 

On. the question of maximum prices 
the Committee recommends that the con- 
trolling authority for the minimum price 
scheme should watch any upward trends 
in prices, and where necessary investigate 
particular cases’ and report to the 


‘Minister for his appropriate action. 


6. ConTROL oF THE INDUsTRY.—In the 
First Reporta controlling authority for 
the Care and Maintenance scheme was: 
proposed, and it is now recommended! 
that a comprehensive authority should be 
set up within the statutory powers of the 
Minister to control that scheme in addi- 
tion to the further schemes now put 
forward, and to perform certain other 
functions. 

This body is provisionally called the 
National Building Brick Council, and the 
recommended constitution shows it to 
consist mainly of representatives of the 
employers in the industry, although it is 
also to include officers of Trade Unions: 
and research organisations. 

It is recommended that the Nationa? 
Building Brick Council should have area 
Councils representative of the manufac- 
turers making sales in various parts of 
the country. For the control of the quota 
plan, the Committee recommends _ that 
‘*the Minister should appoint the Direc- 
tor of Bricks as a representative to the 
National Council Organisation, to direct 
the operation of the guota plan in par- 
ticular and to consult the Council or 
matters relating to or affecting the brick 
industry.”

Even in ruins this gigantic octagon, with its sea-green 
egg-shaped dome and eight tiled minarets is a memorial 
to .the virility which produced under the Seljuks, 
Mongols ‘and Timurids, the happiest inspiration of 
Persian Architecture. 

As Robert Byron, in “The Road to Oxiana,” says, 
“This mausoleum has the audacity of true invention; 
the graces are sacrificed to the idea, and the result 
represents the triumph of the idea over technical 
limitations.”
